SPARKS FROM MARK: 

This past week I had a good conversation with 
several parishioners about the placement and the 
building of the altar, ambo (lectern) and 
baptismal font. My "Sparks" column for the 
next several months will be devoted to the 
catechesis of the Church teachings and 
understanding when it comes to the Liturgy and 
in particular the furnishings that we use in the 
celebration of the Sacred Mysteries. 

I think it is important for all of us, including 
myself, to review the history of the renovation 
project to OLBH and in particular, for those 
who have joined the parish since the renovation. 
I have been pastor of OLBH for little over a 
year and half and I am still getting a feel for the 
parish community and its history. 

As I understand, the parish began the planning 
and visioning for the renovation project to the 
Church in 1995. The parish moved into the new 
worship space Christmas of 1996 and since that 
time, the parish has been working on trying to 
build a new altar, ambo, and font. We have been 


in the process for almost nine years of trying to 
finish the renovation that started in 1995. 

Some parishioners have expressed their 
concern about when are we going to finish what 
we have started. Others have expressed how 
some have been hurt in the process and we are 
only going to open up old wounds once again. 
Bishop Cupich has asked that if we build a new 
altar, ambo and font that we consider how they 
fit into the over all worship space especially if 
the communities of Black Hawk and Piedmont 
continue to grow at the rate they are growing. 
We are also to use the Bishop 's document 
"Built of Living Stones, Art, Architecture, and 
Worship", which came out in 2000, it replaces 
the document "Environment and Art in Catholic 
Worship" that came out in 1978 in our planning 
and designing of the new furnishings. Fr. Ron 
was working with the liturgy committee in 
studying the Built of Living Stones document 
before I came here. 

Last fall we invited Brother William Woeger 
who is the Director of the Office of Worship for 
the Archdiocese of Omaha to help us in our 
discussion, reflection and understanding of the 
teaching of the Church when comes to our 
worship space and the different possibilities of 
designing the new furnishings . 

In December last year, Bishop Cupich spent 
an evening with a grouping of different 
committees in the parish to continue our 
conversation. A month or so ago, I listed in the 
bulletin the committee members who have been 
charged with the task of designing the new 
furnishings and how they fit into our worship 
space. One of the decisions that has already 
been made is that Crazy Horse granite will be 
used in the new furnishings. 

We will do our best to keep the 
communications open as the committee 
continues their work. If you have questions or 
concerns, please do not hesitate to let the 
committees know. 

The good news in all of this is that Cathedrals 
are not built in a day, in fact, it sometimes took 
over a hundred years or more to build the great 
Cathedrals that have stood the test of time. Even 
though are not building a Cathedral we are 
building a place to worship our God, Father, 
Son and Spirit. That deserves our very best 
even if it takes more time.
